Report  of 

Elementary  School  Building  Survey  Committee 

In  compliance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  of 
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March  1953,  which  authorized  “the  School  Committee  to 
appoint  a  School  Building  Survey  Committee  to  investigate 
the  possibility  of  constructing  new  Elementary  School 
Building  facilities  in  Milford;  said  Survey  Committee  to 
function  under  the  direction  of  the  Milford  School  Com¬ 
mittee  and  report  to  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting,”  the 
following  report  is  respectfully  submitted:

Once  organized,  the  Committee  immediately  con¬ 
tacted  Mr.  John  Marshall  of  the  Massachusetts  School 
Building  Assistance  Commission.  At  the  conference  with 
Mr.  Marshall,  it  was  determined  that  the  State  would  as¬ 
sist  the  Town  of  Milford  in  the  survey  planning  and  con¬ 
struction  of  any  undertaking,  and  that  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  would  contribute  at  least  30%  of  the 
gross  cost  of  whatever  school  building  construction  might 
develop.  Mr.  Marshall  pointed  out  that  Chapter  645,  Acts 
of  1948,  expires  in  1959,  and  under  provisions  of  this  Act, 
cities  and  towns  receive  financial  assistance;  the  funds  for 
which  are  accumulated  as  a  result  of  general  taxation  on 
the  entire  people  of  the  Commonwealth.  These  funds  have 
been  made  available  to  223  out  of  351  communities  in 
Massachusetts.  It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  these  funds 
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are  available  only  in  the  case  of  new  construction.  They 
are  NOT  available  for  repairs  and  renovations.  Mr. 
Marshall  suggested  that  a  long  range  survey  be  made  by 
the  local  Committee  working  in  conjunction  with  his  of¬ 
fice.  This  suggestion  was  adopted  at  a  subsequent  meeting 
of  the  full  Committee. 

Numerous  meetings  were  held  by  the  Committee.  Lit¬ 
erature  dealing  with  modern  school  building  construction 
was  obtained  and  studied  by  the  Committee  members.  A 
map  was  drawn  showing  the  trend  of  new  home  construc¬ 
tion,  and  a  future  pupil  enrollment  projection  for  Milford 
was  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  visited  and  inspected  our  local  ele¬ 
mentary  schools.  At  a  later  date,  the  Committee  visited 
Franklin  to  inspect  the  ‘‘Gerald  Murdock  Parmenter 
School”:  an  elementary  school  of  ten  classrooms,  lobby, 
cafeteria,  kitchen,  multi-purpose  room,  health  room,  etc. 
completed  in  1952  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $400,000. 
Later,  the  Committee  visited  the  Elementary  School  in 
Uxbridge  which  was  occupied  on  January  4,  1954.  This 
structure,  containing  fifteen  classrooms,  multi-purpose 
room  and  kitchen,  gymnasium,  etc.  was  built  at  an  ap¬ 
proximate  cost  of  $450,000.  After  this,  the  Committee 
decided  to  make  an  objective  evaluation  of  our  own  ele¬ 
mentary  schools.  To  accomplish  this,  it  was  decided  to 
use  “The  Guide  for  Evaluating  School  Building”  as  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  New  England  School  Development  Council. 
The  entire  Committee  was  broken  down  into  groups  of 
three,  and  each  group  was  assigned  one  of  our  local  ele¬ 
mentary  school  buildings  to  evaluate.  The  ratings  were 
made  on  four  classifications: 

I  Site 

II  Building  Design  and  Structure 

III  Service  Systems

In  view  of  these  studies,  ratings,  visitations,  and  con¬ 
ferences,  the  Committee  has  concluded  that  there  is  a  very 
definite  and  critical  need  for  new  Elementary  School  Build¬ 
ing  facilities  in  Milford.  The  Committee  is  undecided 
whether  or  not  it  should  recommend  the  abandonment  of 
any  existing  building  or  buildings;  the  construction  and 
type  of  new  facilities  in  one  or  more  locations  in  Milford. 

Therefore,  this  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town 
vote  to  authorize  the  continued  existence  of  this  Commit¬ 
tee  for  the  purpose  of  further  investigation  and  study  of 
the  problem;  the  Committee  to  report  at  the  next  annual 
Town  Meeting  or  at  a  special  Town  Meeting  called  by  the 
Selectmen  for  that  purpose  at  the  request  of  the  School 
Committee.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Milford  for  the  period  from 
December  9,  1952  to  April  30,  1954,  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is 
in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  William 
Schwartz,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 


As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Milford  for  the  period  from 
December  9,  1952,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to 
April  30,  1954,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 
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The  financial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  ex¬ 
amined,  checked,  and  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  ledgers  were  analyzed, 
the  appropriations,  loan  authorizations,  and  transfers  as 
recorded  being  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of 
town  meetings  and  with  the  finance  committee’s  authoriza¬ 
tions  of  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund. 

The  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the 
audit  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  a  copy  of  which  is 
appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  the  town  on  April  30,  1954. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were 
compared  with  the  records  of  the  town  accountant,  with 
the  records  of  the  several  departments  making  payments  to 
the  treasurer,  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money 
was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were 
compared  with  the  treasury  warrants  issued  by  the  select¬ 
men.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  the  cash  on  hand  April 
30, 1954  was  verified  by  actual  count,  and  the  bank  balances 
were  verified  by  reconciliation  with  statements  furnished 
by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  taxes, 
purchase  of  bonds,  and  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  were 
examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  proper 
agencies  were  verified. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the 
investment  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds 
in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and 
listed,  the  income  being  proved  and  all  balances  and  trans¬ 
actions  being  verified  and  compared  with  the  books  of  the 
town  accountant,  and,  in  the  case  of  the  retirement  funds, 
with  the  records  of  the  retirement  board. 
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The  maturing  debt  and  interest  payments  were  com¬ 
pared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled 
securities  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by 
the  town  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The 
amounts  added  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with 
the  tax  collector’s  and  the  accountant’s  books,  and  the  re¬ 
demptions  were  checked  with  the  entries  in  the  treasurer’s 
cash  book.  The  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  controlling  ledger  accounts, 
and  all  transactions  were  checked  with  the  records  in  the 
Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  records  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes,  motor  vehicle 
and  trailer  excise,  and  special  assessments  outstanding  at 
the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subse¬ 
quent  commitments,  were  audited  and  proved  with  the 
warrants  issued  by  the  assessors  and  sewer  commissioners, 
the  recorded  abatements  were  checked  with  the  depart¬ 
mental  records  of  abatements  granted,  the  recorded  collec¬ 
tions  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  as 
recorded  on  the  treasurer’s  books,  and  the  outstanding  ac¬ 
counts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  controlling 
ledger  accounts. 

Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town, 
the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts, 
as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  attention  of  the  tax  collector  is  called  to  Section 
57,  Chapter  59,  and  Section  2,  Chapter  60,  General  Laws, 
which  require  the  collection  of  interest  on  all  overdue  tax 
and  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise  accounts. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  collections  on  account  of  dog  and  sport¬ 
ing  licenses  issued  were  verified  and  compared  with  the

payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of 
Fisheries  and  Game. 

The  town  clerk’s  cash  balance  on  April  30,  1954  was 
verified  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by 
reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  surety  bonds  on  file  for  the  various  officials  re¬ 
quired  by  lav/  to  furnish  them  were  examined  and  found  to 
be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  the  selectmen  and  of  the  police  and 
health  departments  pertaining  to  licenses  and  permits  is¬ 
sued  were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer 
being  verified. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well 
as  of  the  fire,  highway,  public  welfare,  veterans’  services, 
school,  library,  park,  and  cemetery  departments,  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  being 
verified. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the 
balance  sheet,  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treas¬ 
urer’s  and  the  collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise, 
assessment,  and  departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  sched¬ 
ules  showing  the  transactions  and  condition  of  the  trust, 
investment,  and  retirement  funds. 

During  the  audit  cooperation  was  received  from  all 
town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

Report  of  the  Chief  of  Police 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  Hall, 

Milford,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
arrests  and  other  duties  performed  by  your  Police  De¬ 
partment  during  the  year  of  1954. 

The  Town  of  Milford  was  honored  by  the  American 
Automobile  Association  with  a  citation  for  our  program  of 
Pedestrian  Accident  Control.  The  Town  was  also  honored 
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by  the  National  Safety  Council  in  recognition  of  its  ac¬ 
complishments  in  completing  the  year  of  1953  without  a 
fatal  motor  vehicle  traffic  accident  within  the  Municipal 
Limits.  Our  Safety  program  is  under  the  direction  of 
Sgt.  James  J.  Curley,  Safety  Officer.  I  feel  I  should  also 
note  that  for  the  year  1954  there  was  not  a  fatal  accident 
within  the  Town  Limits,  for  which  we  are  all  very  grateful. 

Sgt.  John  J.  McGrath,  Director  of  the  Auxiliary  Po¬ 
lice  Unit  has  continued  the  fine  program  for  1954  and 
they  proved  during  the  Hurricanes  Edna  and  Hazel  how 
essential  they  can  be  in  an  emergency,  for  without  their 
assistance,  we  in  the  Police  Department  would  have  been 
sorely  taxed. 

Patrolmen  Edward  J.  Sullivan  and  Donald  Small 
were  graduated  from  the  Police  Officers  Training  School, 
sponsored  by  the  Mass.  Police  Chiefs  Asso.,  and  conducted 
by  the  State  Police  Training  School  at  Framingham, 
Mass.  We  commend  the  School  and  hope  to  continue  our 
policy  of  sending  our  men  to  the  school. 

Your  Police  Department  was  also  cited  by  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Legion  Auxiliary,  Department  of  Massachusetts,  for 
our  efforts  in  abolishing  objectionable  Comic  Books  in 
the  Town  of  Milford,  and  with  your  assistance  we  can 
continue  to  keep  our  news  stands  free  of  this  type  of 
literature. 

Recommendation  is  respectfully  made  that  Police 
Call  Boxes  be  installed  on  Main  and  Central  Streets  for 
the  protection  of  the  public  and  the  patrolmen  on  those 
beats. 

Recommendation  is  also  made  that  the  cells  in  the 
lock-up  be  replaced,  as  they  have  outlived  their  usefulness 
and  have  been  condemned  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health,  for  years. 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that  since  May  31,  1952 
we  have  not  had  a  Fatal  Motor  Vehicle  accident  in  the 
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Town  of  Milford  and  may  I  at  this  time  thank  the  motor¬ 
ing  public  and  all  concerned,  including  the  School  De¬ 
partment,  St.  Mary’s  and  Sacred  Heart  School  authori¬ 
ties,  Patrol  Boys,  Highway  Department,  Milford  Daily 
News,  Worcester  Telegram  and  Evening  Gazette  and  all 
others  who  have  made  this  enviable  record  possible  and 
to  express  the  hope  that  we  shall  all  cooperate  to  maintain 
this  record  for  the  year  1955. 

May  we  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  Honor¬ 
able  Board  and  all  Town  Departments  for  their  generous 
cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen 


Report  of  your  Board  of  Selectmen: 

On  March  2,  1954,  the  day  following  the  re-election  of 
Marco  A.  Balzarini,  Atty.  William  V.  Bellantonio,  and 
Atty.  Michael  P.  Visconti  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  your 
Board  met  and  organized  by  choosing  Mr.  Visconti  as 
its  Chairman. 

In  1953,  the  interior  of  the  main  hall  of  the  Town 
Hall  was  renovated  in  such  a  fashion  as  to  cause  a  great 
deal  of  favorable  comment.  The  Board  now  feels  that  the 
next  step  toward  improving  our  Town  Hall  is  to  paint  the 
outside.  Estimates  of  the  cost  involved  have  been  asked 
for  and  received.  On  the  basis  of  these  estimates,  your 
Board  is  inserting  an  article  in  the  annual  warrant  calling 
for  the  appropriation  of  sufficient  funds  to  do  a  complete 
and  thorough  job. 

During  the  past  year  our  town  was  ravaged  by  two 
terrifying  hurricanes  within  the  short  space  of  two  weeks. 
It  was  commonly  knowrn  that  much  damage  was  done  to 
private  and  public  property.  Your  Board  declared  a  state 
of  emergency  and  immediate  steps  were  taken  to  repair 
the  damage.  We  are  proud  of  the  manner  in  which  our 
citizens  behaved  during  the  storms.  All  our  officials  are 
to  be  highly  commended  for  their  wonderful  work  in  re¬ 
storing  the  town  to  normalcy  so  soon  after  disaster  struck. 
Our  thanks  to  all  for  their  patience  and  cooperation  during 
the  period  of  restoration. 

We  are  happy  to  state  that  Milford,  at  long  last,  has 
swimming  facilities  available  for  the  children  of  our  town. 
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We  feel  the  response  of  the  public  was  so  great  as  to  war¬ 
rant  further  improvement  in  the  area  surrounding  the 
bathing  beach.  The  committee  in  charge,  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  David  I.  Davoren,  Dr.  Frank  J.  Moschilli,  and 
the  late  Walter  E.  Corbett,  gave  much  of  their  time  and 
energy  without  any  expectation  of  compensation  other 
than  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  so  many  happy  children  en¬ 
joying  themselves.  For  their  splendid  efforts  they  are 
deserving  of  high  praise  which  we  happily  bestow  upon 
them.  To  our  Fire  Chief,  John  F.  Adams,  Highway  Sur¬ 
veyor,  Edward  C.  Carroll,  and  many  others  too  numerous 
to  mention,  our  sincere  thanks  for  their  great  help  and 
cooperation  during  the  swimming  season. 

As  a  result  of  many  complaints  received  from  citizens 
in  the  area  bordering  the  easterly  side  of  the  river,  a  com¬ 
plete  “cleaning  up”  job  was  done  with  the  help  of  our 
Fire  Chief  and  Highway  Surveyor.  The  complaints 
stemmed  from  the  fact  that  the  area  became  a  breeding 
ground  and  abode  for  an  untold  number  of  snakes  many 
of  them  actually  finding  their  way  into  nearby  homes. 
Provision  is  expected  to  be  made  for  the  prevention  of 
any  future  recurrence. 

It  has  been  noted  that  in  many  sections  of  the  town 
some  of  our  citizens  have  been  dumping  refuse  in  forbidden 
areas.  This  situation  was  discussed  with  our  Chief  of 
Police  and  our  Board  of  Health.  We  strongly  urge  that 
our  townspeople  refrain  from  dumping  their  rubbish  in 
these  forbidden  areas  and,  instead,  use  our  duly  estab¬ 
lished  dumping  facilities.  We  strongly  recommend,  also, 
that  appropriate  action  be  taken  against  those  who  per¬ 
sist  in  violating  our  health  laws. 

Existing  in  our  town  for  a  long  time  is  the  “smoke 
and  soot”  problem  so-called  in  certain  areas.  Hearings 
have  been  held  with  a  view  toward  correcting  this  un¬ 
sanitary  and  unwholesome  condition.  A  representative  of 
the  State  Department  of  Health  has  co-operated  with  us 
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in  the  matter  of  solving  the  problem.  His  advice  has  been 
most  valuable.  It  is  believed  that  this  problem  will  be 
solved,  at  least  partially,  in  the  near  future.  Since  it  is 
a  problem  affecting  the  health  of  our  citizens,  the  Board 
of  Health  has  been  apprised  of  the  fact  that  suitable 
rules  and  regulations  may  be  adopted  by  it  regulating 
the  time  and  manner  in  which  the  smoke  may  be  emitted 
from  the  chimneys. 

With  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  Chief  of  Po¬ 
lice  and  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  certain  streets  have 
been  designated  as  'one-way  streets’.  The  streets  thus 
designated  are  Pine,  Park,  So.  Bow,  and  Franklin.  It  is 
felt  that  this  course  has  somewhat  relieved  the  traffic 
and  parking  problem  in  Milford’s  business  section.  We 
think  that  all  recognize  the  fact  that  there  is  a  definite 
need  for  more  parking  facilities.  It  is  hoped  that  the  solu¬ 
tion  of  this  problem  is  near  at  hand. 


Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  one  of  the  members 
of  your  Board,  namely,  William  V.  Bellantonio,  to-gether 
with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  remaining  members  and 
a  devoted  citizen  of  our  town  who  wishes  to  remain  anony¬ 
mous,  a  concern  employing  some  50  to  75  persons  was 
brought  to  Milford.  Naturally  we  are  pleased  that  this 
came  about  and  we  feel  that  with  the  co-operation  of 
our  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Mercantile  Bureau,  the 
probability  of  inducing  more  industry  to  locate  here  is 
favorable. 

We  feel  that  it  would  not  be  inappropriate  in  this  re¬ 
port  to  pay  brief  tribute  to  one  of  our  late  citizens  who 
passed  away  during  the  past  year.  We  refer  to  the  late 
Walter  E.  Corbett.  He  was  a  man  possessive  of  a  high 
sense  of  civic  duty  who  gave  freely  of  his  time  and  energies 
toward  the  betterment  of  our  community  at  a  great  per¬ 
sonal  sacrifice.  He  graciously  accepted  responsibilities 
which  rightfully  belonged  to  others.  His  was  a  life  devoted 
to  his  wife,  his  work,  and  to  his  community.  Our  town 
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has  suffered  a  great  loss.  May  his  name  be  forever  en¬ 
shrined  in  the  hearts  of  the  people.

Town  Counsel’s  Report 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  Town  Counsel  for  the 
third  year,  having  served  during  the  previous  years  1952 
and  1953,  I  found  three  actions  at  law  pending  against  the 
Town;  two  were  for  personal  injuries  received  by  the 
claimants  and  one  was  for  aid  and  assistance  furnished 
by  the  Town  of  Bellingham  to  recipients  accredited  to  the 
Town  of  Milford.  As  the  Town  of  Milford  had  claims 
against  the  Town  of  Bellingham,  it  was  necessary,  and  I, 
together  with  James  L.  Ahearn,  Welfare  Agent,  effected 
a  settlement  of  the  counter  claims  which  resulted  in  a 
savings  to  the  Town  of  Milford  in  the  amount  of  $300.00. 

Outstanding  against  the  Town  at  this  time  are  three 
claims  for  personal  injuries  received  by  the  claimants  due 
to  defects  in  the  streets  or  highways.  Appropriate  action 
has  been  taken  by  me  to  properly  defend  these  claims. 

With  respect  to  claims  for  personal  injuries  filed 
against  the  Town  during  the  year  1954,  I  have  settled  all 
but  one  of  them. 
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Upon  assuming  office  last  March,  there  was  in  the 
Damage  to  Persons  and  Property  Account  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00.  There  now  remains  a  balance  of  $469.08.

By-laws  dealing  with  one-way  streets 
and  parking  of  vehicles  were  drawn  and  filed  with  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Works  and  approved  by  the  Attorney 
General. 

Many  trips  to  Boston  in  connection  with  the  Town’s 
business,  and  in  some  instances  involving  and  affecting 
the  property  and  property  rights  of  worthy  citizens,  were 
made  by  me  at  my  own  expense. 

I  have  made  every  effort  to  be  courteous  to  both  of¬ 
ficials  and  citizens  who  called  on  me  for  help,  advice  and 
assistance  during  the  year.  Many  times  I  went  beyond  the 
requirements  of  my  office  to  assist  and  advise  those  of 
our  citizens  who  sought  my  help. 


The  question  of  drainage  and  drainage  rights  has  be¬ 
come  an  acute  problem  and  one  day  soon  it  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  give  serious  study  to  the  problems  resulting  there¬ 
from  with  a  view  to  setting  up  suitable  and  uniform  stand¬ 
ards  and  procedures  governing  action  relating  thereto.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milford: 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1954. 

Dr.  Nicholas  J,  Capece  was  re-elected  Chairman  of 
the  Board  for  the  year  at  the  organization  meeting  on 
March  16,1954.  Other  members  of  the  Board  are  Frank 
Calzone  and  Harris  Tredeau. 

The  appointments  were  as  follows:  Clerk  and  Agent, 
Benjamin  N.  Coiabello;  Nurse,  Alice  Fitzpatrick;  Physi¬ 
cian,  Dr.  Eugene  E.  Allen;  Dentist,  Dr.  Joseph  MacLel- 
lan;  Plumbing  Inspector;  Charles  J.  Ferrante,  and  John 
F.  Powers,  additional  Plumbing  Inspector;  Burial  Agent, 
Oscar  Ayotte;  Meat  and  Slaughtering  Inspector,  Nelson 
C.  Dion;  Emergency  Slaughtering  Inspector,  Frank  W. 
Leonard;  Person  to  Receive  and  Report  Contagious  Dis¬ 
eases,  Benjamin  N.  Coiabello. 

During  the  year  twenty-four  regular  meetings,  two 
special  meetings,  and  several  conferences  were  held.

Contracts  for  the  collection  of  garbage  were  awarded 
to  John  Molinari  for  three  years  for  $12,000.00  and  to 
James  Ferrucci,  for  three  years  for  $10,000.00. 

Under  the  new  regulations  regarding  collection  of 
Garbage,  beginning  Jan.  1,  1954,  the  collected  material 
must  be  cooked  before  feeding  to  hogs.  We  are  complying 
with  such  regulation,  but,  find  that  the  garbage  collection 
costs  have  risen. 
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The  Food  Handling  Training  Course  was  not  given 
by  the  State  in  1954,  but,  preparations  are  being  made  to 
co-operate  with  the  State  Dept,  of  Health  in  such  a  course 
for  1955. 

As  a  result  of  the  course  held,  correct  methods  of 
washing,  sanitizing  and  storing  eating  utensils,  dishes 
and  glasses  are  being  stressed,  together  with  the  proper 
handling  of  sanitary  paper  service,  safe  practices  in  serv¬ 
ing  food  and  personal  hygiene. 

The  Rodent  control  program  at  the  town  dump  is 
being  carried  out  so  that  an  expert  exterminator  conduct¬ 
ing  the  work  is  producing  satisfactory  results. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  working  on  the  feasibility  and 
advisability  of  fluoridation  of  the  local  water  supply  as  a 
means  of  helping  reduce  tooth  decay  and  will  give  the 
report  at  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

A  Mass.  Vision  Eye  Test  apparatus  was  obtained  by 
the  Dept,  and  is  used  to  assist  visual  problems  in  our 
school  children. 

An  Audio-meter  is  being  considered  to  have  available 
in  determining  hearing  problems  in  our  school  children.

1.  Tuberculin  patch  tests  were  given  to  nineteen  hun¬ 
dred  children  in  both  parochial  and  public  schools.

Spaced  physical  examinations  were  given  to  both

The  Massachusetts  Vision  test  is  given  to  the  stu¬ 
dents,  and  follow-up  work  is  done  to  make  sure  correc¬ 
tions  are  being  taken  care  of. 

The  students  are  weighed  and  measured  during  the 
school  year,  and  are  inspected  frequently  for  evidences 
of  diseases,  and  for  cleanliness  of  scalp,  hands  and  nails. 

DENTAL  CLINIC 

This  clinic  is  held  each  school  day  morning  at  the 
Board  of  Health  rooms,  129  Main  Street.  Dr.  Joseph 
MacLellan  is  the  Dentist.  All  school  children  up  to  the 
fourth  grade  may  have  appointments,  also  others  who 
are  unable  to  pay  for  care,  and  for  emergencies. 

Any  child  with  specialized  health  problems  are  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Worcester  Plealth  clinics  which  are  held 
monthly. 


IMMUNIZATION  CLINICS 

VACCINATION  CLINICS— The  vaccination  clinics 
were  held  in  the  month  of  June.  Dr.  Eugene  E.  Allen 
was  the  attending  physician.

TUBERCULIN  PATCH  TEST— The  tuberculin 

patch  test  was  given  in  April  to  all  the  school  children  in 
town.  Total  tested  1900.  Very  few  positive.  All  were  x- 
rayed  that  were  positive.  One  student  was  admitted  to 
the  Sanatorium,  and  is  doing  very  well. 

ANTIGEN  CLINICS 

This  clinic  was  held  at  the  Milford  High  School  in 
Nov.  and  Dec.  1953  and  Jan.  and  Feb.  1954,  for  babies 
and  the  younger  children. 
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TRIPLE  ANTIGEN — protection  against  diphtheria, 
tetanus,  and  whooping  cough.  15  received  three  doses,  9 
received  two  doses,  24  received  one  dose.  Double  Antigen: 
protection  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus.  Booster  doses 
given,  consisting  of  both  double  and  triple  antigen  total 
195.  Present  Diphtheria  Problems: 

The  excellent  job  of  protecting  pre-school  and  school 
children  carried  out  in  recent  years  has  reached  diphtheria 
in  younger  persons  almost  to  the  vanishing  point.  As  a 
result  more  and  more  of  our  diphtheria  has  been  among 
adolescents  and  adults.  Since  our  former  immunization 
program  was  not  reaching  the  oldsters,  the  time  has  ar¬ 
rived  for  attacking  this  problem.  On  the  basis  of  these 
studies  the  State  Department  of  Health  has  been  recom¬ 
mending  booster  doses  in  the  elementary  school  and  high 
school.  Those  who  have  these  should  enter  adult  life  with 
a  high  protection  against  the  diseases. 

Because  of  the  above  information  from  the  State.  A 
clinic  was  held  this  year  in  Nov.  and  Dec.  and  Jan.  of 
1955  for  the  Junior  and  Seniors  and  the  6th  graders  of 
all  the  schools  in  the  town.

Report  of  the  Tree  Warden  and 
Insect  Pest  Control  Superintendent 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  care  and 
removal  of  trees,  the  planting  of  new  trees,  and  the  Insect 
Pest  Control  program. 

I  have  had  to  cut  down  a  number  of  street  trees  this 
year  that  were  diseased  and  rotten.  I  also  had  a  large 
amount  of  trimming  to  do. 

I  cut  down  8  elm  trees  that  were  infected  with  the 
Dutch  Elm  disease.  There  are  about  a  dozen  more  large 
elms  that  should  come  down,  but  the  finance  board  did 
not  recommend  enough  money  to  have  all  this  work  done. 
Most  of  these  diseased  elm  trees  are  getting  to  be  a  men¬ 
ace  to  life  and  property,  and  I  sure  do  hope  that  some¬ 
thing  will  be  done  this  year. 
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During  the  week  of  May  10th  I  bought  and  planted  40 
Norway  Maples  as  provided  for  by  the  appropriation  made 
at  the  annual  town  meeting. 

Brush  was  cut  and  removed  from  the  roads  in  the  out¬ 
lying  sections  of  the  town. 

The  aerial  and  hydraulic  spraying  went  on  in  the 
month  of  June. 

Poison  ivy  spraying  was  done  from  the  7th  of  June  un¬ 
til  the  24th  of  June. 

On  August  31st  we  were  visited  by  “Hurricane  Carol” 
which  did  an  enormous  amount  of  damage  to  the  trees. 
It  blew  many  trees  down,  and  broken  branches  were  almost 
on  all  of  the  rest  that  were  left.  I  have  taken  care  of  this 
situation  the  best  I  could  with  the  funds  allotted  me,  but 
there  is  still  a  large  amount  of  work  to  be  done  on  dam¬ 
aged  trees. 

We  were  fortunate  that  the  other  two  hurricanes  did 
not  do  too  much  more  damage  to  the  trees. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  various  departments  of 
the  town  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners 

To  the  Citizens  of  Milford: 

We  respectfully  submit  our  report  on  operation,  main¬ 
tenance  and  construction  work  of  the  sewerage  facilities  of 
the  Town  for  the  year  1954. 

COLLECTING  SYSTEM 

Flushing  of  the  smaller  sized  sewers  in  the  upper  flat 
reaches  of  the  collecting  system  was  accomplished  as  a 
routine  matter.  In  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
by  the  Department  for  cleaning  the  main  sewer  lines,  and 
the  appropriation  voted  in  1954,  the  main  lines  were 
cleaned  during  the  Fall,  and  a  considerable  quantity  of 
foreign  matter,  which  had  become  deposited  in  the  main 
sewer,  was  removed.  This  is  the  first  time  since  the  origi¬ 
nal  construction  that  these  main  sewers  have  been  cleaned, 
although  indications  have  been  evidenced  in  the  past  years 
that  such  cleaning  was  needed.  It  is  expected  that  this 
cleaning  will  result  in  the  practical  elimination  of  sewage 
overflow,  except  at  very  high  periods  of  flow  which  occur 
after  heavy  rains  and  wet  weather. 

One  section  of  main  sewer  in  Depot  Street,  only  12 
inches  in  diameter,  still  acts  as  a  bottleneck  in  the  capacity 
of  the  main  sewer,  and  funds  for  increasing  the  size  of  this 
sewer  are  requested  for  1955. 

Extensions  of  the  lateral  sewers  have  been  limited  to 
250  feet  in  Blanchard  Road,  making  the  total  length  of 
sewers  30.729  miles,  to  which  must  be  added  the  length  of 
sewers  built  by  private  developers,  in  Hale  and  La  Voie  Ave¬ 
nues  and  other  locations  which  have  not  been  accepted  by 
the  Town  but  are  connected  to  the  sewer  system. 
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Thirty-nine  additional  service  connections  have  been 
made,  bringing  the  total  to  2357  plus  39,  or  2396. 


PUMPING  STATIONS 

Only  routine  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  two 
pumping  stations  have  been  required. 


TREATMENT  PLANT 

In  accordance  with  funds  appropriated  in  1954,  sludge 
discharge  piping  extensions  and  connections  have  been 
made  and  will  provide  better  handling  and  disposal  of 
digested  sludge  from  the  secondary  settling  tank. 

The  flow  of  sewage  at  the  plant  for  which  treatment

With  the  cleaning  of  the  main  sewers,  more  accurate  in¬ 
formation  will  be  available  as  to  the  total  sewage  load 
which  must  be  treated,  and  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  continued  study  as  to  treatment  plant  additions  which 
are  required. 

We  repeat  our  opinion  expressed  in  last  year’s  report, 
that  the  provision  of  street  sewer  extensions  is  a  necessary 
part  of  present  day  development  and  of  interest  economic¬ 
ally  to  the  Town  in  order  to  prevent  later  more  expensive

Gentlemen: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Rent  Control  Board  is 
hereby  submitted  for  your  approval. 

On  a  vote  of  the  annual  town  meeting  adjourned 
March  31,  1954,  rent  control  was  continued  in  accordance 
with  the  Acts  of  1953  Ch  434,  and  a  new  terminal  date 
was  established  as  of  March  31,  1955.  The  functions  of 
the  rent  control  office  continued  with  John  C.  Lynch,  Jr. 
as  its  Director. 

The  number  of  cases,  inquiries,  complaints,  registra¬ 
tions,  hearings,  and  decontrol  petitions  have  maintained 
a  constant  level  of  activity.  The  rent  control  office  won 
state  wide  recognition  for  its  superior  rating  over  the 
other  towns  of  the  state  enjoying  the  benefits  of  the  rent 
control  program.  2589  people,  landlords  and  tenants,  were 
given  assistance  in  the  rent  control  regulations  during 
1954. 

The  members  of  the  Rent  Board  wish  to  thank 
everyone  who  made  it  possible  to  give  the  town  the  best 
service  possible  through  the  operation  of  the  rent  control 
program.  It  is  noteworthy  that  each  member  of  the  Rent 
Control  Board  served  continuously  since  the  inception  of 
the  program  without  pay.

The  Board  held  bi-monthly  meetings  during  the  year, 
with  several  special  meetings  being  called,  on  sub-division 
projects,  and  considered  numerous  matters  for  the  better¬ 
ment  and  advancement  of  the  Town.  It  had  under  con¬ 
sideration  and  made  disposition  of  several  plans  for  land 
development  and  new  sub-divisions,  some  of  which  were 
approved  and  others  had  to  be  returned  to  the  proposer  for 
further  information  and  specifications.  At  the  present  time 
the  Planning  Board  is  considering  having  a  pamphlet  print¬ 
ed  in  regards  to  sub-division  for  the  benefit  of  those  per¬ 
sons  who  may  have  tracts  of  land  to  sub-divide.  This  pam¬ 
phlet  will  be  made  available  to  persons  interested  in  sub¬ 
division  law  in  the  near  future. 
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Complaints  regarding  zoning  law  violations  were  re¬ 
ceived  and  investigated  and  in  several  cases  hearings  v/ere 
conducted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  AND  THE  CITIZENS 
OF  THE  TOWN  OF  MILFORD 

Herewith  I  submit  respectfully  the  seventy-sixth  an¬ 
nual  report  of  the  School  Department  and  my  eighth  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

PROGRAM 

Changes  and  innovations  in  the  offerings  to  our 
pupils  which  have  been  made  previously  are  established 
firmly  and  are  operating  in  an  efficient  manner,  consistent 
with  the  space  and  facilities  available. 

The  increasing  enrollment  of  elementary  grade  pu¬ 
pils  is  a  problem  of  a  pressing  nature  and  it  is  being  met 
by  placing  elementary  grade  classrooms  in  the  Stacy  Jr. 
High  and  Milford  High  School  buildings. 

During  1954,  two  such  classes  were  established  in 
the  High  School  building  and  before  September  of  1955 
it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  space  for  four  more  elemen¬ 
tary  classes  in  the  High  School  building.  Projected  en¬ 
rollments  for  1955  indicate  the  need  for  two  of  these 
classes  and  provision  for  the  children  now  in  rooms  on  the 
third  floor  of  the  Claflin  School  will  necessitate  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  other  two  elementary  grade  classes  at  the  High 
School. 

During  the  past  year,  evening  classes  were  organized 
for  adults  who  are  seeking  to  complete  their  High  School 
education.  Many  of  those  enrolled  are  veterans  who  are 
desirous  of  improving  themselves  so  that  they  may  ad¬ 
vance  into  better  jobs  and  positions.  The  courses  are 
being  offered  in  conjunction  with  the  State  Department  of 
Education  at  practically  no  cost  to  the  Town  of  Milford. 
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As  an  innovation  this  year,  and  by  direction  of  the 
School  Committee,  a  class  for  retarded  children  was  es¬ 
tablished,  and  is  functioning  very  well  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Louise  Fitzgerald,  wdio  also  teaches  the  so-called 
Special  class.  At  present,  there  are  five  children  enrolled 
in  the  new  class  and  some  of  them  have  never  attended 
school  previous  to  this  year. 

In  the  health  area,  the  Patch  Tuberculin  test  was 
administered  to  1,955  children.  All  children  with  positive 
reactions  were  given  chest  X-rays.  This  program  included 
all  school  children  in  town  including  those  of  the  paro¬ 
chial  schools.  The  innovation  was  accomplished  through 
the  cooperation  of  the  Southern  Worcester  County  Health 
Association  to  whom  we  are  sincerely  grateful. 

As  a  policy,  beginning  this  year  and  each  subsequent 
year,  the  Patch  test  will  be  given  to  each  child  in  our 
schools  at  the  time  of  the  physical  examination. 

Later  this  year,  upon  recommendation  of  the  local 
and  state  Boards  of  Health,  the  Diphtheria  tetanus 
double  antigen  immunizations  were  given  to  all  sixth, 
eleventh  and  twelfth  grade  pupils  in  all  schools  of  the 
town.  It  is  planned  to  continue  this  immunization  annually 
at  the  sixth  and  eleventh  grade  levels  in  the  future. 

The  supervision,  administering  and  reading  of  the 
tests  and  immunizations  were  accomplished  through  the 
combined  ecorts  of  the  School  Physicians,  the  School 
Nurse  and  the  Board  of  Health  Nurse. 

In  accordance  with  legal  requirements,  all  school  per¬ 
sonnel,  including  custodians,  clerks,  bus  drivers  and  food 
handlers  were  given  a  chest  X-ray. 

Toward  the  end  of  last  school  year  and  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  Civilian  Defense  Agency,  the  senior  class  was 
blood-typed. 
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In  general,  as  far  as  the  over-all  program  is  concerned, 
every  available  facility  at  our  disposal  is  being  used  to 
provide  all  of  our  pupils  with  a  sound  educational  offer¬ 
ing.  Limitations  of  space  and  facilities  curtail  the  extent 
of  our  program  in  such  areas  as  physical  education,  in¬ 
dustrial  arts,  domestic  science,  health,  cafeteria,  art  and 
music. 

Unquestionably,  the  program  in  our  schools  would  be 
enhanced  to  a  high  degree  by  favorable  consideration  of 
the  recommended  new  building  program  on  the  part  of 
our  townspeople. 


PLANT 

The  following  repairs  to  our  school  plant  were  made 
during  1954: 

High  School  Building: 

Weatherproofing  exterior  to  include  caulking  of  joints 
between  window  sash  and  granite  on  each  window  and 
door  of  the  building. 

Resetting  loose  capstone  and  replacing  loose  or  dead 
mortar  on  all  joints  in  the  exterior  granite  surface  as 
needed  on  entire  building. 

Painting  interior  ceiling  and  wall  surfaces  of  four 
classrooms  and  four  officerooms. 

Installation  of  tankless  heater  on  boiler  to  replace 
storage  tank  system  for  heating  water  for  showers,  toilets 
and  cafeteria. 


Stacy  Jr.  High: 

Installation  of  new  individual  type  urinals  to  replace 
slate  type. 
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Installation  of  shower  heads  for  athletic  and  physical 
education  needs. 

Weather-proofing  exterior  granite  surfaces  and 
caulking  all  window  joints  on  top  floor. 

Painting  exterior  trim  on  entire  building  (windows, 
window  casings,  doors,  etc.). 

South  School: 

Installation  of  new  urinal  to  replace  old  slate  type. 
Claflin  School: 

Installation  of  new  urinal  to  replace  old  slate  type. 

Installation  of  new  sewage  line  to  replace  old  line 
clogged  by  roots. 

Park  School: 

Painting  of  exterior  surface  of  building. 

Plains  School: 

Setting  up  teachers’  room.  The  Plains  P.T.A.  aided 
greatly  in  this  project  by  providing  furniture  for  this 
room. 

Oliver  St.  School: 

Installing  a  hard  surface  to  the  entire  rear  play  yard 
area  of  the  yard.  Mr.  Edward  C.  Carroll,  Highway  Sur¬ 
veyor,  and  his  department  contributed  greatly  to  this  pro¬ 
ject  by  providing  and  applying  the  seal  and  sand  used. 

Chapin  School: 

Installation  of  new  type  urinal  to  replace  black  slate 

type. 
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Construction  of  stone  wall  and  erection  of  wire  fence 
on  northeasterly  side  of  school  yard. 

General:  Many  items  of  routine  maintenance  and 
repair  were  cared  for  by  the  custodial  force  during  the 
year,  particularly  in  the  care  of  floors,  replacing  of  broken 
glass  and  minor  paint  jobs.  Whenever  possible,  the  cus¬ 
todial  force  was  used  to  affect  repairs  and  perform  the 
maintenance  tasks  in  our  plant.
